Disclose that San Mateo county 
will be required to increase the basis 
of assessment perhaps 40 per cent 
for next year’s tax rolls has been 
heralded widely as an_ indication 
that property tax bills are going up. 
I see no reason at all why _ this 
should be the case. 


In fact, there should be sever-.. 
al important benefits accruing 
to taxpayers therefrom. 

The state board of equalization 
is by law required to equalize the 
basis of assessment between coun- 
ties, and this assessment basis also 
by law i uppoed to be 50 per cent 
of actual value. 

In fact, however, no such equaliza- 
tion has been ordered for about 15 
years and a study made recently by 
the board showed (what was gener- 
ally known) that a wide discrepancy 
exists between counties. 


The study placed the Sa 
Mateo county basis the third 
lowest of California’s 58 counties, 
frem which it would have to be 
increased 40 per cent to reach 
the state average. It is assumed 
that our county will be required | 
to increase to the State average. 
The argument that taxes will go. 
up under-a higher assesment basis’ 
has as its foundation the cynical | 
assumptiecn that local governments 
charge all the law allows and that. 
taxpayers ‘Will. not know the differ- 
ence if their tax rate is unchanged. 
This does not square with the facts. 

From 1944 to 1951 the total tax! 
rate in Menlo Park has increased 
from $421 to $8.42 per $100 of 
assessed valuation.

A-B-C-D' Grade 
Reports 
Held Harmful 

“The old “A-B-C-D” grade reports 
are next to meaningless and actual- 
ly harmful to a child’s development” 
was the opinion expressed last week 
by Mrs. Grace Rowe, San Jose State 
college educator when she appeared 
before the Las Lomitas parent 
teacher panel meeting at Las Lomi- 
tas school. 

“Such comparison among young 
children is bad. It inevitably creates 
fear of failure—which is no motive 


toward success,” the speaker said. 
“Later the children will have to face 


“But in the third grade. a future 
ditch digger may have to compete 
with a future Nobel prize winner.” 

Parents cannot hepe for full 

understanding of their children’s 
progress in elementary school 
without frequent personal confer- 
ences with their teachers. Only in 
personal talks can both parent 
and teacher ask and answer all 
the questions about how the child 
is doing,” Mrs. Rowe continued. 

“The teacher and parent become 
a team, working together to help 
the child achieve the top of his cap- 
ability.’ Mrs. Rowe, who serves as 
coordination of elementary observa- 
tion and student teaching at San 
Jose State college, suggested that 
each conference be summarized on 
a check sheet filled out by the 
teacher and parent together. 

This would include notes on the 
. child’s work and character habits, 

academic progress, area of im- 
provement, and problems to be 
tackled mutually.
